(pictured  above)  and  Skid  Row  Southeast  1,  will  receive  funding  through 


Proposition  41  and  the  Veterans  Housing  and  Homeless  Prevention  Program. 

"The  flexibility  of  the  /eteran  I ram  allows 

us  to  use  the  funding  for  both  new  construction  and  portfolio  recapitalization  projects 
that  we  have  in  our  pipeline,"  explains  Dana  Trujillo,  the  Trust's  Housing 
Development  Director.  "The  program  promotes  housing  for  those  that  are  most  in 
need  and  emphasizes  the  Housing  First  model,  making  it  a resource  that  nicely 
aligns  with  the  mission  of  the  Trust." 

FLOR  401  Lofts,  designed  by  Koning  Eizenberg  Architecture,  will  create  100  new 
units  of  permanent  supportive  housing,  while  Skid  Row  Southeast  1 will  rehabilitate 
104  units  in  need  of  improvement.  These  buildings  will  house  veterans  and  provide 
access  to  intensive  supportive  services,  such  as  case  management,  drug  and 
alcohol  counseling,  health  services,  and  disability  benefit  advocacy.

Faces  of  the  Trust 


Robert  Newman 

Before  he  was  a property  supervisor  at  the  Trust, 
Robert  "Bob"  Newman's  life  brought  him  from 
Hancock  Park  to  Skid  Row,  where  he  discovered  a 
new  and  meaningful  career.  After  working  as  an 
agent  in  the  sports,  music,  and  entertainment 
industries  for  25  years,  Bob  was  laid  off 
and  diagnosed  with  stage  two  cancer.  With  no 
insurance,  he  used  all  of  his  savings  to  pay  for 
cancer  treatments. 

Bob's  cancer  went  into  remission,  but  he  ended  up 
living  out  of  his  car.  He  began  visiting  every 
morning  to  shower  and  eat,  and  met  with  a case 
manager  that  helped  him  eventually  find  housing. 

Bob's  experience  with  homelessness  changed  his  view  on  life,  and  he  decided  to 
seek  employment  with  an  organization  that  helps  people  overcome  similar 
challenges.  Bob  was  hired  as  a desk  clerk  by  the  Trust  six  years  ago,  and  was 
quickly  promoted. 

Cancer  free  for  eight  years,  Bob  is  committed  to  living  and  working  in  DTLA  to  help 
people  get  off  the  streets.  Bob  is  also  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood 
's  Social  Services  Provider  Director,  and  serves  as  a co-chair  of  the 
Community  Impact  Committee  and  as  a member  of  the  Planning  and  Land  Use 
Committee.
